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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prbr art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the inventbn was made. 

Claims 1, 10-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Bristow or Snyder. 

Bristow and Snyder teaches in the figures most of the elements of the claimed 
invention except for an attachable item, a fishing rod, outputs corresponding to addition 
or subtraction of numerals, hats, masks, other accessories, magnetic connectors, a 
torso and missing body parts. Bristow and Snyder teaches a RF identification system 
for use in toys. Both teach an object or objects are brought in close proximity with a toy 
to produce a response by the toy (col. 4, par. 1 and 2 of Snyder and col. 4, par. 1 and 2 
of Bristow). It would have been considered a mere design choice to have a fishing rod, 
outputs corresponding to addition or subtraction of numerals, hats, masks, other 
accessories, magnetic connectors, a torso and missing body parts as the host and 
items of Bristow or Snyder. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to have the items and host of Bristow or 
Snyder for the purpose of creating excitement when playing with the toy. Further, it 
would have been obvious to attach the itenns and the host of Bristow and Snyder for the 
purpose of creating an image of a toy when attached.

Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bristow or Snyder in view of Soto et al. 

Bristow and Snyder teaches most of the elements of the claimed invention 
except for a bar code Identification device. Soto et al teaches in the figures a scanning 
toy having a RF Identification tag reader and using a barcode (220) to scan an item. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to Incorporate a bar code identification device as taught by Soto et al to the 
toy of Bristow or Snyder for the purpose of producing unique audio outputs (p. 2, par. 
0024). 

Response to Arguments
